WASHINGTON, Jan. $1 (AP). 


celebrating his sixtieth birthday is as follows: 


To all of you who are making 
tonight’s celebrations such a. suc-

In the midst of world tragedy— 
in the midst of sorrow, suffering, 
destruction and death—it is nat- 
ural for most of us to say even 
on a birthday or a feast day: “Isnt 
the word ‘happy’ a bit out of place 
just now?”

Durocher came to the Dodgers in 
1938 from the St. Louis Cardinals 
and served one year as field cap- 
tain under Manager Burleigh 
Grimes. He succeeded Grimes in 
1939, after the club had finished 
seventh in 38 and guided it into 
third place. 

The Cincinnati Reds beat the 
Dodgers out in 1940. Last year 
they won the pennant but lost to 
the Yankees in the world series.
